The Death of Mirthful 


July 22, 1903, provided more then a 
normal one-day output of news for the 
people of central Kentucky, cnd_ there 
are old-timers who still remember the 
date. A storm raged over the countryside 
during the night, and when the day was 
only a quarter-hour old lightning destroy- 
ed a huge barn at Hamburg Place. Two 
young murderers were about to be hanged 
at the Fayette County jail. The concrete 
head of Henry Clay in the Lexington cem- 
etery was found “riven from the statue 
and hurled to the ground one hundred 
and forty feet below.” 

That night in his home near Richmond 
died 93-year-old Cassius Marcellus Clay. 
the greatest story-book character Kentucky 
ever produced, excepting possibly Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and Lincoln was shy of 
women end never killed even one man 
with a bowie knife, nor did he ever run 
an abolitionist newspaper with the door 
guarded by two four-pounder cannon load- 
ed with nails. Lincoln, except for his ap- 
pointment of Clay as ambassador to Rus- 
sia. had nothing to do with the Russian 
law forbidding dueling with bowie knives. 

But Cassius M. Clay was more or less 
a legend by then. He had killed only two 
men in his last ten years (though he had 
scared the daylights out of some others) 
and had become somewhat less frolicky 
after he passed the age of 85. Horsemen 
of the time probably were more interested 
in what happened at Hamburg Place. 

“Ignited by lightning, the handsome 
barn at Hamburg Place, Madden’s Stock 
Farm, four miles on the Winchester pike, 
was burned to the ground and Mirthful. 
the priceless stallion, and another valuable 
thoroughbred perished in the flames,” the 
Morning Herald of July 22, 1903, reported. 
“The bolt struck a telephone wire leading 
to the barn at 12:15 this morning and the 
shock threw Manager Hiram Steele, who 
was at his home nearby, out of his bed. 
the electricity being carried by the tele- 
phone wires. . .. 

“The stable was valued at $20,000, and 
was insured for $15,009. In it was hay and 
provender valued at $10.000 and harness 
and trappings worth $1,090. It was 500x65 
feet. two stovies high and contained 64 box 
stalls. It was erected five years ago. 


“There were twenty horses in the barn, 
Frankfort and Gardner, two stallions in 
training, were saved. ... 

“The bolt of lightning which fired the 
barn paralyzed Mirthful. When the men 
reached the barn they made no effort to 
fight the flames but hurried to get out the 
valuable horses. The building was in 
flame from end to end. A rush was made to 
Mirthful’s stall first. The horse was help- 
less. Every effort was made to drag him 
out, but to no avail... .” 

The next day, having had a bit more 
time to get the story, the Morning Herald 
reported that there were over fifty horses 
in the barn and that all but seven were 
saved, though some of the men got them- 
selves fairly well burned. 

“The lightning struck the cupela and 
ran the length of the buildine. The large 
glass in the cupola was melted bv the 
lightning, and took the shape of a ball, 
which was thrown a distance of two hun- 
dred yards. burning the grass in its path, 
and was found yesterday by Manager 
Steele. 

“Mirthful was one of the world’s great- 
est horses. He was a chestnut sorrel, eight 
years old, by Hagioscope, dam Imp. 
Cheerful [*Sister Cheerful], by Petrarch. 
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He was bred in England and was brought 
to this country by the late John D. Mor- 
ris. [Mirthful, imported in utero, was bred 
and raced by A. H. and D. H. Morris.] 
Mirthful raced with distinction in the Mor- 
ris colors, winning among other good races 
the Baychester and Larchmont Stakes and 
Parkway Handicap. Madden bought him 
from the Morris estate and put him in the 
stud when he was four years old. He was 
the sire of Aceful, Skillful, Mexican, Wit- 
ful, Jackful, Bardolph and Glassful, all 
stakes winners, besides many other cracks. 
Two of his get were sold last year, ag- 
gregating $90,000. Mr. Madden was off- 
ered $100.000 recently by Clarence Mack- 
ey, and refused to sell. . . .” 

The barn was reputed to be the largest 
in Kentucky, until W. E. D. Stokes. who 
bred trotters at Patchen Wilkes Farm 
across the road, built one about six inches 
longer, apparently in order to have the 
biggest barn in Kentucky. 

John Edward Madden was not called 
The Wizard for nothing. A part of his 
wizardry was a habit of keeping about four 
jumps ahead of everybody else. The nor- 
mal reaction of any run-of-the-mine horse 
breeder, upon receiving a telegram inform- 
ing him that he had lost his “great” stal- 
lion. would be to express a considerable 
concern over the tragedy. But Madden 
thought always in terms of the future. To 
him the immediate past, however strongly 
it may have affected his interests. was as 
dead as Diocletian. His friends have re- 
ported that when he received Hiram 
Steele’s telegram in Saratoga, his first 
comment was: 

“Thank God, Frankfort was saved.” 

Now, Frankfort had the distinction of 
being a brother to Hamburg, but outside 
of that he was simply another hay-burner, 
and Madden soon sold him for consider- 
ably more than he was worth, whatever the 
price may have been. The story of Mad- 
den’s exclamation of joy over the saving of 
Frankfort may not be exactly accurate, 
since Hiram Steele’s first telegram did not 
even mention the horse, but it is told by 
more than one of The Wizard’s friends and 
must have a basis of truth, whether or not 
it is given here with complete fidelity. At 
any rate, it illustrates what made Madden 
the most successful horse trader of his 
time. 

Not all the news of July 22, 1903, was 
bad news. On that day two mares which 
August Belmont had purchased in England 
arrived at the Nursery Stud. One was 
*Hautesse. The other was *Fairy Gold. 
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Fire Protection in New York Shows Progress 


Belmont, Aqueduct, and Jamaica 
Seem to Be Doing What They Can; 
Belmont Is Spending $650,000 


New YorkK 

Checking up last week on what’s being 
done about protection against fires in 
stables at the Long Island tracks, this de- 
partment feels particularly hopeful. Of 
course, the danger has not been eliminated 
—in fact, it never will be—but it certainly 
has been reduced. Since the two disas- 
trous fires at Belmont Park last autumn, 
and the one that broke out one afternoon 
during the races last month (it was in an 
empty barn, and didn’t do much damage, 
but it scared the daylights out of the man- 
agement), the Westchester Racing Asso- 
ciation has been putting in special efforts. 

Actually, they began months ago with 
the construction of twenty dormitories for 
grooms and exercise boys. Now nobody— 
but nobody—sleeps in a barn there any 
more. And woe betide anybody who’s 
caught doing it. 

More recently, sprinklers with therm- 
ostatic controls have been installed in 12 
of the older barns, and 18 more are in 
use. The new systems will be completed 
by about the end of next month, when the 
stables will be getting back from Sara- 
toga. However, inasmuch as there are 50 
stables at Belmont Park, not counting the 
four new ones which are as fireproof as 
the newest wrinkles in construction can 
make them, the job is less than half done. 
Needless to say, this is going to cost a lot 
of money. Alex Robb, secretary-treasurer 
of the association, puts it at around 
$650,000. 

In addition to the sprinkler system, 
which gets water to the right place. and 
seems to me a pretty efficient way of put- 
ting out a fire, the Belmont Park manage- 
ment also has installed a_ thermostatic 
alarm in each of the 1.750-odd stalls on the 
grounds. When the temperature in a stall 
reaches a certain height, the device turns 
in an alarm, not only to the central control 
point of the security service in the stable 
area, where fire-fighting equipment also 
is located, but at the Belmont Village Fire 
Department, just outside the grounds. 

There are alarm boxes all over the 
place (after dark they are marked by 
blue lights) ; and, in addition to the Pink- 
ertons, the track has its own security serv- 
ice which patrols the grounds day and 
night. 

This security service, which was in- 
augurated nearly a year ago, consists of 
a group of 48 picked men who keep a 
sharp eye on everything in the stable area. 
They're pretty fussy about the use of

infra-red lamps, and any sort of electrical 
equipment in the barns. They are strictest 
of all about smoking. 

It seems to me that as big a fire hazard 
as any I can think of are the automobiles 
that are parked in the stable area at 
Belmont Park on race days. Actually, 
there are hundreds of them backed against 
the barns. To be sure, cars don’t break 
out in flames, but the people who drive 


them smoke, and some might be careless — 


about where they toss their cigarettes. 


TRIAL BLAZE, The Aqueduct manage- 
ment recently made a number of lively ex- 
periments, setting off small blazes in one 
of the older stables to test fire-resisting 
paint, aluminum foil sheathing, and as- 
bestos coverings for stalls. The track is 
planning no immediate changes in its 
present setup, however. 

This program includes two _heat-con- 
trolled automatic alarms in each stall, its 
own fire-fighting equipment, and watch- 


men who inspect every one of the 20 barns 
at regular intervals. 

Jamaica has the same sort of alarm, 
two to a stall. 

The Saratoga Association is taking no 
more than the usual precautions it has 
taken against stable fires for the last 25 
years or so. 


CLASSIC TV. It almost inevitably will 
be said that the Arlington Classic was 
Native Dancer’s hardest test. and_ his 
easiest victory. This may well be true, 
especially as the race was run over a 
heavy, holding track—the kind of going 
to which he was unaccustomed. (If you 
haven’t looked it up, he had started fifteen 
times on fast tracks, and once on a sloppy 
one—the day he won the Saratoga 
Special.) Nevertheless, he came through 
beautifully, winning by nine lengths, the 
widest margin he ever ticked off in his 
sixteen triumphs. 

For a change. I did the Classic by tele- 
vision. Although the show was a_ good 
one, so far as I’m concerned, sitting in 
front of a cathode-ray tube is never going 
to take the place of being on a race 
course. The shots of the running were not 
as satisfactory as those of some races I’ve 
seen, but the director and his cameramen 
were not to blame for that. 

After the break, the field strung out 
quickly in the long run down the back- 
stretch, with Van Crosby and Sir Mango 
lengths in front. Native Dancer wasn’t 
close enough to get into the picture until 
they'd gone about half a mile. However, 
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three furlongs from home you knew how 
the Classic was going to come out. 


LOOKING FORWARD. As you've prob- 
ably heard, Native Dancer’s next start will 
be in the Travers Stakes on August 18. 
(By the way, there never has been a walk- 
over for the Travers, but on three occa- 
sions it has been a two-horse race. I dare- 
say Royal Bay Gem will be shipped to 
Saratoga to be the other runner.) Native 
Dancer then will go to Chicago again for 
the American Derby the next Saturday. 


After that? Well, for some time now 
there has been a lot of talk, and some 
tentative offers, regarding a “special”— 
and I use quotes advisedly—between Na- 
tive Dancer and Tom Fool. If anyone 
cares, I'll hazard a not-at-all-timid guess 
that there won’t be a “special.” If and 
when they meet, it will be in a regularly 
scheduled stakes race. By the way, there 
will be two at weight for age at Belmont 
Park in the autumn--the Sysonby Stakes, 
at one mile, and the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup, at two miles. 


Alfred Vanderbilt said the other day 
that the Jockey Club Gold Cup would be 
all right with him. 


FIRE AT HAWTHORNE 


Fire destroyed two barns at Hawthorne 
Race Course shortly before noon on Sun- 
day, July 19. Five horses were burned 
to death; several others were injured. 
About fifty horses were led to safety, but 
a number of trainers lost all their tack 
and traps. 

The fire started in the south end of 
Barn 4, which was consumed in a few 
minutes. Intense heat and fllying embers 
set Barn 3 on fire, and this, too, burned 
quickly. 

The Thoroughbreds which were lost and 
injured were among the overflow of ap- 
proximately 250 from Arlington Park. The 
dead: 

Frankie D., 6-year-old gelding, owned by 
Mrs. W. J. Nolan, and the 6-year-old Flet- 
ter, owned by Stanley Bartecki, in the 
stable of Louis Bolewski. 

Geldings Lictor, 11, and Ventolino, 8, 
owned by C. C, Renfrew and trained by 
John C. Howe. 

A horse tentatively identified as Night 
Fighter, owned by Al Kara. 

Besides the Thoroughbreds, some 300 
Standardbreds are now quartered at Haw- 
thorne for the Chicago Downs trotting 
meeting now in progress at nearby Sports- 
man’s Park.

A Hard-Luck Horse Was Lucky 


To Have a Patient Trainer 


Los ANGELES 

The Sunset at Hollywood Park was a 
well-named race for Lights Up. Now six 
years old and nearing the end of a very 
fine career, the handsome son of Eight 
Thirty came through with one of the best 
races of his life to win this $105,950 
handicap. 

Lights Up has always been one of my 
favorite horses. He has a fine, intelligent 
head set off by a small white star on his 
forehead; has clean and trim lines, There 
is a classic appearance about him. Just 
to look at Lights Up, you know he must 
be a good horse, and he is. 

The Sunset is a good test of a horse. It 
is over a distance of one mile and five 
furlongs. Lights Up followed the early 
pace of Goose Khal and Dixie Lad, and 
when the pressure became too much for 
them, Lights Up took over with three fur- 
longs to go, withstood a long stretch drive 
from the lightly weighted Endowment, and 
won by a head. His time was 2:4114, two- 
fifths of a second over the track record. 

But the story of Lights Up is a tale of 
an intelligent horse and a patient trainer, 
Hack Ross. Lights Up probably is alive 
and racing now only because he is such an 
understanding horse and because Ross is 
such a patient man. 

The story began two years ago when 
Charles Jones, of the Long Beach family, 
dropped in at Belmont Park and bought 
Lights Up for $40,000 from the stable of 
George Widener. The plan was to ship the 
horse by air to California. But in loading 
him into a plane, he fell through a trap- 
door which someone had forgotten to close. 
One of his legs was caught. “Chuck” 
Jones tells me it was an hour and a half 
before Lights Up could be pulled away. 

“If Lights Up had thrashed around, 
trying to get free, we may have had to 
destroy him. Certainly, the leg would have 
been injured so badly he never would have 
raced again. But he stayed there quietly, 
while we worked to save him. I’ve never 
seen a horse with such understanding.” 

Hack Ross took over then, and nursed 
Lights Up back to health and top racing 
condition. The horse was so good last year 
that he won the San Francisco Handicap, 
the Golden Gate Mile, and the Golden 
Gate Handicap, in which he ran ten fur- 
longs in 1:5944 to nose out Intent. After 
those races, he came to Hollywood Park, 
but, in his first and only start of the season 
there, there were indications his leg was 
bothering him again. He never was fired, 
never blistered. and never wore a band- 


age, but Hack would not start him until 
he was sure Lights Up was right again. 


Lights Up was tried a couple of times 
last winter at Santa Anita, but he did not 
seem to like the track. Back to the races 
at Hollywood Park this season, he has im- 
proved with each start. and he climaxed 
his comeback with that thrilling victory 
in the Sunset. 


By Eight Thirty out of Tedmelia, by 
*Teddy, Lights Up has the breeding, the 
racing ability. and the looks to make him 
an outstanding sire prospect when his 
career on the turf is over. 


BUSY MAN. One of the busiest men in 
California must be Dr. Frank Porter Mill- 
er. He is well known in the field of med- 
icine, and he divides his time between his 
sanatorium in Monrovia and his offices in 
downtown Los Angeles. He owns Thor- 
oughbred ranches in Kentucky and Cali- 
fornia, is president of the California Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association, is one of 
the guiding lights behind the building of 
a new race track in New Mexico, near El 
Paso. And he travels around the country, 
as a hobby. judging dog shows. 

In his spare time lately, he has been in 
charge of the second annual California 
Thoroughbred Forum, a series of six lec- 
tures held on three evenings in the club 
house at Hollywood Park: the annual 
yearling sales, also held at Hollywood 
Park; the fifth annual Turf writers Jam- 
boree, held at Mr. and Mrs. Miller's 


Sunnyslope ranch near Riverside. 


The jamboree is always one of the 
nicest events of the year. and there must 
have been 70 guests on hand to enjoy the 
swimming, the cool drinks, the wonderful 
food and to inspect the yearlings Dr. Mill- 
er will sell at Saratoga next month. Among 
the guests were Mr. and Mrs. John de 
Blois Wack, Tiny Naylor and his wife.

The star of Dr. Miller’s yearling crop 
destined for Saratoga is a full brother 
to Count Turf, the Kentucky Derby win- 
ner.

He gets around gracefully, and 
at no effort.

Charity Funds 


Investigated 


During the last dozen years William P. 
Kyne, general manager of the Bay 
Meadows track at San Bruno, Calif., has 
collected and, along with other trustees, 
supervised the handling of charity funds 
aggregating an estimated $5,000,000. Last 
week the San Francisco Examiner report- 
ed that only $8.000 of the five million was 
still on hand, and cited Assistant Atty. 
Gen. Clarence Linn as confirming the 
report. 

Kyne’s failure to disclose how the funds 
were used has aroused the curiosity of 
the attorney general’s office, which wants 
to know “what happened to these funds 
and how they were spent.” 

Under subpoena to appear before Atty. 
Gen. Edmund G. Brown this week along 
with Kyne were Harry Bartell. chairman 
of the Alameda County Fair, where Kyne 
directs the racing; Les Vogel Jr., San 
Francisco automobile dealer and trustee 
of the charity funds; Joseph Cohen, Bay 
Meadows vice president and assistant man- 
ager, also a trustee; Samuel Whiting, as- 
sistant director of racing at Pleasonton; 
Al Sandell, a boxing official; and Eddie 
Benn, secretary of the California Jockey 


Club (Bay Meadows). 


AVERT JOCKEY STRIKE 


A “jockey strike” caused a 15-minute 
delay in the start of the first race at De- 
troit Race Course on July 20. The jockeys 
were protesting the suspension of jockey 
Henry Ramirez, who was set down for 
10 days for allegedly attacking apprentice 
jockey Donald Holmes in the scale reom 
July 18. 

The “strike” was settled when the stew- 
ards told the riders that any jockey who 
failed to fulfill his scheduled engagement 
would be suspended indefinitely. The next 
day a group of jockeys appeared before 
James H. Inglis, Michigan racing com- 
missioner, to protest the suspension, After 
liearing the jockeys, Mr. Inglis reduced 
the suspension to five days.

George Swinebroad. 

The 39 yearlings sold the first night 
made an aggregate of $104,000. an average 
of $2.667. The highest prices, $8,100 and 
$7.500, were paid for two daughters of 
*Khaled. The sale, which is operated by 
the Fasig-Tipton Company in conjunction 
with the California Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers Association, is subject to a $500 min- 
imum opening bid, and none of the year- 
lings went for the minimum. 

More yearlings were to be sold Wednes- 
day night. (THe BLoop-HorsE goes to 
press Wednesday, and will have results of 
the later sales in its next issue.) On Thurs- 
day, July 23, horses in training and breed- 
ing stock were to be offered in morning 
and evening sales. 

Last year’s average for the comparable 
sale of yearlings was $2,476, which was 
32.5 per cent higher than in 1951.

Before the Lassie it appeared that Calumet Farm 
would win the stakes for the fifth time in 11] years. 
Miz Clementine had won easily her two previous 
starts, including the Pollyanna Stakes. Miz Clemen- 
tine, which took the lead from Beanir at the 
eighth-pole, almost lasted, but Queen Hopeful, 
fourth for most of the race, closed fast on the 
outside to win by a nose. 

Queen Hopeful had won a maiden race and two 
allowance races before the Lassie. In her two pre- 
vious stakes starts, she finished second to Jay Jay 
Gee in the Miss America Stakes and third to Miz 
Clementine and Beanir in the Pollyanna. 

Foaled March 18, 1951, at George A. Hume Jr.’s 
farm, Lexington, Queen Hopeful was sold for 
$5,800 by Mr. Hume at the 1952 Keeneland sum- 
mer sales to Mr. and Mrs. Allie Reuben’s Hasty 
House Farm. Mr. Reuben personally selected the 
filly. 

Queen Hopeful is the fifth stakes winner this 
year for Roman. The stallion, which stands at 
Elmendorf Farm, now has 29 stakes winners. (The 
totals rose to six and 30 on July 20, when Riant 
won the Adirondack Stakes.) She is the second 
Roman filly to win the race in three years. Prin- 


cess Lygia took the 1951 running.

“A Small Track Must Find Its Own Salvation 


By Dan Bowmar III 


The accent in U. S. racing today is on 
big horses and big purses. Many of the 
small and medium-sized tracks have had to 
find other solutions to the problem of 
how to stay financially healthy. 

River Downs race track, fairly typical 
of those that dot the nation, has found a 
three-way answer to prosperity: 

1. Adequate accommodations for spec- 
tators. 

2. Evenly matched races. 

3. A racing association meriting the 
public’s confidence. 

So, this is a brief story of River Downs 
and the way it has come in four short 
seasons: 


In 1950 Robert L. Dienst, Daniel L. 
Cronin, Frank J. Moore, and Henry Green, 
four men who had been active in Ohio 
racing for several years, bought River 
Downs race track, 10 miles east of Cincin- 
nati. 


The track had several problems at the 
time; the most pressing was that the 
people who went to the races there did 
not bet much money. In 1949, the average 
daily attendance was 4,318, but the average 
daily mutuel handle was only $119,367. 

This year the attendance has averaged 
about 6,000 a day and the betting about 
$280,000. Business has improved at tracks 


throughout the country since 1949, but not 
to this extent, 

The increased attendance is almost as 
impressive as the increased betting. In 
1950, the first year the new corporation 
operated the track, the daily average at- 
tendance dropped to 3.256. Principal rea- 
son for the decrease was that the new 
management reduced the number of free 
passes. Although attendance decreased 
almost 25 per cent, betting increased 
slightly. 

Mr. Green, director of operations at 
River Downs, says that business has im- 
proved because the track has gained the 
confidence of racing rans around Cincin- 
nati. “When we bought the track,” he said. 
“many people in the area did not have 
any faith in racing. Our biggest problem 
has been winning the confidence of the 
racing fans, and I think we have 
succeeded.” 

The track still has two big problems. 
one old and one new. The old problem is 
the Ohio River, a few feet beyond the 
backstretch. The track is flooded almost 
every year, sometimes as often as three 
times. “It costs us about $65,000 to clean 
up and rebuild after a small flood.” Mr. 
Green said, “and. of course, a flood like 
the one in 1937 would cost us hundreds of 
thousands.” 

There is no real solution to the flood 


problem, but the track is trying to ease its 
cleaning problem by installing tile and 
concrete blocks wherever possible. Last 
winter, the back wall of the grandstand, 
formerly wood, was changed to concrete 
blocks. Mr. Green said that future plans 
included replacing all of the wooden barns 
with concrete block structures. 


The new problem is lack of parking 
space. Each Saturday during the current 
meeting, from 200 to 300 cars have been 
turned away. The present parking area is 
hemmed in by Coney Island amusement 
park on the west, the stable area on the 
east, the grandstand on the south, and 
U. S. Highway 52 on the north. Recently 
the track began operating a ferry for pe- 
destrians so that Kentucky fans could 
park on the south side of the river and 
avoid the congested traffic. 


Purses at River Downs are not large. 
but they have been improved. In 1950, 
the minimum purse was $900, and the 
two big races of the meeting, the Mar- 
athon and the River Downs Championship. 
each was worth $5,000. The minimum this 
year is $1,100; the Marathon is worth 
$10,000, the Championship, $15,000. 

Mr. Green does not foresee any big 
stakes at the track. “Our dates coincide 
with those of the best tracks in the East 
and Midwest, and we never will be able

to offer the kind of money required to 
get the top horses,” he said. 

“Tomorrow we have a $10,000 race. The 
field is pitiful. They are the same bunch 
that ran in our $3,500 feature last Satur- 
day. We can’t offer more than $10,000 or 
$15,000, and you can’t get a high-class 
field for that money.” 

(Mr. Green’s adjective proved apt. The 
Marathon was won by *Chiloe II, a 
$2.500 horse shipped in from Detroit.) 

Unlike some race track managers, Mr. 
Green does not feel that good horses are 
necessaty.for success. “As: long as the 


public has confidence in the track, -the .j 


fans. have adequate accommodations, 
the™fields are evenly matched, I fhink 
River Downs will continue to grow. Of 
course, we would like to get better-horses, 
but wexwouldn’t want Nafive Dancer if 
we could get him. He would ruin us in 
the mutuels.” 

Adequate accommodations for the fans 
has been one of the principal objectives 
of the track, and River Downs compares 
favorably with any of the smaller racing 
associations, he said. There are 11,500 
seats (8,500 in the grandstand and 3,000 
in the club house). There are mutuel win- 
dows on the ground floor and mezzanine 
of the grandstand and on both floors of 
the club house. Saturdays are the only 
days when lines have to form. 

The club house has been completely re- 
decorated, and new chairs were installed 
in all of the boxes this spring. There are 
restaurants and bars in both the club 
house and grandstand. 

This year a new pressbox, one of the 
best in this section of the country, was 
built. It also houses rooms for the photo 
finish equipment and the stewards. 

One shortcoming of the track is the 
absence of a tote board showing the 
amount of money bet on each horse, but 
Mr. Green says that a large tote board 
can not be installed in the infield because 
of the floods. It would be too expensive to 
replace all of the wires each spring. He 
said that renovating the present board is 
quite enough. 

The increased mutuel handle at River 
Downs this year is mildly surprising, since 
the bettors lose 234 cents more from each 
dollar than they lost last year. This 
spring the Ohio legislature began looking 
for new sources of revenue, and, following 
a custom in states where racing is licensed, 
the tracks were the first target. The take 
now is 1234 per cent, with the State’s take 
ranging from 2 per cent to 6 per cent 
depending upon the mutuel handle. The 
state gets 6 per cent of all over $400,000 
wagered and 50 per cent of the breakage. 

Horsemen racing at River Downs feel 
that the purses are in line with the mutuel 
handle, but there is a difference of opinion 
on stable accommodations.

What the Trainers Have to Say 


The stable area at River Downs resem- 
bles the stable areas at most of the other 
tracks in this area, which is faint praise. 
The track officials realize that improve- 
ments are needed, and the plans for new 
concrete block barns appear definite. It 
probably will be several years, however, 
before all of the present barns can be re- 
placed. 


Leading trainer of the meeting, through 
July 20, was Gale Osborne, who had sad- 
dled 17 winners. Osborne also was leading 
trainer at the meeting last year, when he 
had 15 winners. He lost almost his entire 
stable this spring in a fire at Beulah Park, 
but has built up a public stable of 22 
horses, most of them cheap claimers. 


Osborne races almost entirely in Ohio, 
except for visits to Kentucky’s Dade Park. 
He thinks that the racing surface at River 
Downs is “in good shape.” and that the 
stable accommodations “are about the 
same as at the other tracks where I race. 
No better. no worse.” ; 


Ken McCray. who handles the stable of 
D. P. Chambers. has only five horses, but 
all of his horses are allowance or handi- 
cap horses. This is the first year that his 
stable has remained at River Downs for 
an entire meeting, and he said that he 
had not had any trouble finding spots for 
them to run. 

McCray. who races at New Orleans’ 
Fair Grounds. Churchill Downs. and Ran- 
dall Park. does not care for the stable 
accommodations at River Downs. “They 
are about the same as at Churchill 
Downs,” he said. When asked if the barns 


have running water, he replied, “Only 
through the roof.” (This is not exactly 
true since there is a hydrant in each barn. 
Tony Webner, publicity director at River 
Downs, said that any reports of leaking 
roofs are investigated immediately, and 
the necessary work done within 24 hours.) 


Second to Osborne for the current meet- 
ing is Pete Maxwell, who has a stable of 
11 claimers, all his own. Maxwell has only 
been racing since World War II, and has 
done very well. He was leading trainer at 
the Ascot meeting before coming to River 
Downs. 


Maxwell says he likes to race at River 
Downs because “Henry Green and Danny 
Cronin are good fellows to race for, and 
because my expenses are less when I stay 
in this area.” Maxwell has raced at Phoe- 
nix, Arix., and at Sunshine Park in Flor- 
ida. “There the cost of transportation and 
feed make it tought to break even. Here 
I can go direct to a farm and buy hay for 
$20 a ton. In Arizona it costs me $80 a 
ton.” 


Maxwell credits his success to the fact 
that he does not carry “dead” horses. “If 
a $1,000 claimer can’t earn at least part 
of a purse. I give him away,” Maxwell 
said. “It’s cheaper to do that than to wait 
for him to get back in shape.” 


River Downs has received more stable 
applications each year, Mr. Green said. 
The track has 1,284 stalls, and all are 
filled for the current meeting. Several hun- 
dred had to be rejected this year because 
there was no space available,

Not a Brutus in the Field, 
When the Dancer Went West 


CHICAGO 


Almost like Caesar, who turned from 
the wars in Gaul and Spain to win further 
glory in the East, Native Dancer “came, 
saw and conquered” in the West. (At 
least, it’s still the West to those east of 
the Allegheny and Monongahela.) 

Native Dancer was devastating in vic- 
tory in the Classic Stakes at Arlington 
Park. In that race, sometimes referred 
to, and with some reason, as the “pitfall 
of champions,” he smothered his oppo- 
nents without mercy and buried them 
without compassion. His whole demeanor 
was one of utter contempt for the hazards 
to which Twenty Grand, Faireno, Stage- 
hand, Johnstown, Bimelech, Whirlaway, 
and Assault had fallen victim. 

While being saddled in the paddock, 
he kicked out, first with one foot, then 
the other, as if testing his muscles before 
the fray—if that’s what this one-sided 
affair could be called, He didn’t slice this 
winning margin thin, as in the Preakness 
and Belmont Stakes. It was by nine 
lengths. 

Not only was this the richest ($97,725) 
victory of his career, it was the easiest. He 
simply indulged Van Crosby and Sir Man- 
go to the stretch, then turned on to come 
home by an ever increasing margin. (For 
further details of the race see Stakes and 
Horses. ) 

And was the crowd with this gray-coated 
king? They couldn’t have been more favor- 
ably demonstrative if he had been offered 
a throne of gold, a sceptre of ivory, and 
an embroidered robe of purple. By prac- 
tically unanimous consent they would have 
voted unhesitatingly to erect a statue of 
him rivaling in splendor those of the dei- 
fied Caesars and the seven kings of Rome. 

After he had won this 16th victory in 
17 starts, one heard the question repeated 
on every side: “How in hell did he blow 
the Kentucky Derby?” 

In the paddock before the race, Van 
Crosby’s trainer, Harold Simmons, said 
to Native Dancer’s owner, Alfred Vander- 
bilt: “I wish we had a fast track today.” 
To which Vanderbilt replied, “So do I.” 

But Vanderbilt had arrived late (flew in 
from France to see the race); probably 
hadn’t had a chance to ask Native Dancer 
what he thought of the heavy track. Ap- 
parently the Dancer liked it as well as if 
it had been made to order. 

Regarding the gray colt’s frequently 
mentioned ankles, Del Holeman. who was 
standing by, said: “He’s always had them. 


and see what he does.” When Native Dan- 
cer arrived at Arlington Park about a 
week before the race, his ankles were men- 
tioned to his trainer, Bill Winfrey, by a 
reporter for a local newspaper who 
quoted Winfrey: “Ankles, all I hear is 
ankles.” 


It is interesting to remember that there 
was much speculation last spring whether 
Native Dancer could stay, first a mile and 
a quarter, then a mile and a half. The 
speculation then changed to whether one 
mile (current distance of the Classic 
Stakes) was long enough for him against 
a speed horse like Van Crosby. 


The written conditions for this 1953 
version of the Classic Stakes were differ- 
ent from those which have gone before. 
particularly last year when the distance 
was reduced from its traditional mile and 
a quarter to the current one mile. Last 
year the winner, Mark-Ye-Well. and most 
of the others. got in with 112 pounds under 
the penalty and allowance conditions 
which then prevailed. 

This one was at scale weight, 126 
pounds. with a bottom of 120 for non- 
winners of $50,000 in 1953 and a three- 
pound allowance for non-winners of 
$50.000 twice this year. Result: Native 
Dancer carried 126, the others 120. This 
was a change more in keeping with the 
importance of the race.’ 

The Classic Stakes has been an im- 
portant event since its inauguration in 
1929, when Blue Larkspur won by five

lengths in heavy going. Such winners as 
Blue Larkspur. Gallant Fox. Cavalcade, 
Omaha. Granville. Challedon. Shut Out, 
Twilight Tear. and Ponder reveal that it 
has not always been the pitfall of cham- 
pions. 

Native Dancer’s nine-length victory mar- 
gin exceeded the seven lengths by which 
Dixiana’s Sirocco beat Gallahadion (Bim- 
elech third) in 1940. Native Dancer’s 
$97,725 for this race boosted his lifetime 
earnings to $658,570, placing him fifth on 
the list of the world’s leading money 
winners, behind Citation ($1,085,760), 
Stymie ($918,485), Armed ($817,475), 
and Assault $675,470). 


ANOTHER LASSIE, Harry Trotsek, as 
most everyone knows, is a very successful 
trainer of race horses. As a resident of the 
town of Cicero, he is*helping that West 
Side suburb live down its reputation as 
the former stamping ground of Al Capone 
and his cohorts. 

Scarface Al once had a dog track in 
Cicero. But the dogs and the mechanical 
rabbit were chased out years ago, and 
Capone was sent to the rocks for short- 
changing Uncle Sam, not for killing any- 
body. He always described himself as a 
public benefactor who supplied millions 
of otherwise law-abiding citizens with 
what they wanted during the incredible 
prohibition era. At that, he seldom was 
accused of killing anyone who wasn’t in 
some sense, a business rival—not even in 
the St. Valentine’s Day massacre. 

The former dog track property was done 
over to become the popular half-mile horse 
track known as Sportsman’s Park. It is 
just over the fence from Hawthorne, the 
track Ed Corrigan built “out in the coun- 
try” in Stickney in 1891. With two race 
tracks right down the street from home, 
it is not surprising that Harry Trotsek 
turned to horses. 

Horses“trained by Trotsek, and owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Allie Reuben’s Hasty 
House Farm, have won some extremely 
close decisions in important races recently. 
If you think it was close when their Ruhe 
beat Sub Fleet in the Equipoise Mile, you 
should have seen the finish of the Arling- 
ton Lassie Stakes. 

If Calumet Farm’s Miz Clementine had 
a nose proportionate to the famous pro- 
boscis of her still more famous rider, 
Eddie Arcaro, she, instead of Hasty House 
Farm’s Queen Hopeful, would have won 
the Lassie. Then, instead of the $20,000 
second money, Calumet would have gotten 
the $66.565 which the Reubens took down. 

You will perceive from this, and other 
happenings, that Hasty House Farm is 
having a successful season. If you see 
Mr. Reuben walking around with his 
hands in his pockets and his pants hiked 
up a little higher than average. you can 
be excused for looking twice. To borrow a 
phrase from the former mule trader from 
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Bay colt by Blue Swords out of Generous Gift. Hip No. 12.

The Text of Senate Bill 2314 


In the Senate of the United States on July 6, 1953, Mr. Tobey, from the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, reported the following cock-eyed bill, which was 
read twice and ordered to be placed on the calendar. 

There is no likelihood that S 2314 will come up for either debate or vote at the 
present session, which probably will adjourn in early August. To qualify for consider- 
ation it must be scheduled by the acting majority leader, Sen. William F. Knowland, 
of California, or must receive unanimous consent on the call of calendar. Objection to 
consideration was made by Sen. Albert Gore, of Tennessee, at the first call. 


A BILL 


To prohibit transmission of certain 
gambling information in interstate com- 
merce by communications facilities. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that the 
purposes of this Act are to assist the vari- 
ous States, Territories, and possessions of 
the United States, and the District of Co- 
lumbia in the enforcement of their laws 
pertaining to gambling, bookmaking, and 
like offenses, and to aid in the suppression 
of organized gambling activities. 


SEC. 2. As used in this Act, the term—- 

(a) “Communication facility” means 
any and all instrumentalities, apparatus, 
personnel, and services (among other 
things, the receipt, forwarding, and de- 
livery of communications) used or useful 
in the transmission of writing, signs, sig- 
nals, pictures, and sounds of all kinds by 
wire or radio or other like connection be- 
tween points of origin and reception of 
such transmission. 

(b) “Gambling information” is inform- 
ation pertaining to any horse or dog 
racing event or contest and (1) means bets 
or wagers, the scratches, jockey changes, 
weights, probable winners, betting odds, 
or changes in the betting odds, in such 
event or contest, and (2) is transmitted 
prior to the transmission of a truthful an- 
nouncement that such event or contest has 
actually started, 

(c) “Transmission. or reception in in- 
terstate or foreign commerce” means trans- 
mission or reception directly or indirectly 
from or to any place in any State to or 
from any place outside such State, in- 
cluding a ship at sea or in the air. 

(d) “State” means any of the several 
States of the United States, the Territories 
or possessions of the United States, and 
the District of Columbia. 

(e) “Person” includes an_ individual, 
partnership, association, trust, or corpor- 
ation. 


SEC. 3 (a) It shall be unlawful for any 
person, other than a common carrier sub- 
ject to the provisions of subsection (b), 
to lease, furnish, or maintain any communi- 
cation facility, other than a radio broad- 
casting facility, if such facility is used to 
transmit or receive gambling information 
in interstate or foreign commerce. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for any common 
carrier, subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Federal Communications Commission, to 
lease or otherwise furnish any communica- 
tion facility, or to render service by means 
of any such facility, after written notifica- 
tion has been given to such carrier by a 
Federal, State, or local law enforcement 
agency that such facility is being used by 
any person for the purpose of transmitting 
or receiving gambling information in in- 
terstate or foreign commerce, if such 
facility is used by such person for such 
purpose after such notification. 


(c) It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, by means of a communication facility, 
other than a radio broadcasting facility, to 
transmit or receive gambling information 
in interstate or foreign commerce. 


(d) No person shall broadcast any gam- 
bling information by means of any radio 
station for which a license is required by 
any law of the United States, and no per- 
son operating any such station shall know- 
ingly permit the broadcasting of any 
gambling information. 


(e) Any person who shall knowingly 
violate any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be fined not more than $1,000. 
or imprisoned not more than one year, 
or both. 


SEC. 4. (a) Any person or persons 
who shall lease or otherwise obtain from 
a common carrier or other supplier a com- 
munication facility to be operated for or 
in connection with the transmission or 
reception in interstate or foreign com- 
merce of news or other information per- 
taining to sporting events or contests shall 
file with such carrier or other supplier 
an affidavit that the communication facil- 
ity so obtained is used for such purpose. 
The affidavit on file with the carriers or 
other suppliers shall be open to inspec- 
tion by appropriate local, State, and Fed- 
eral law-enforcement agencies, 


(b) Each common carrier or other sup- 
plier shall maintain a list of the terminal 
points and drops (receiving and sending) 
on any communication facility leased or 
otherwise furnished for the transmission 
in interstate or foreign commerce of news 
or other information pertaining to sport- 
ing events or contests, including the ad- 
dress of each such terminal point and 
drop, and such list shall be open to in- 


spection by appropriate local, State, and 
Federal law-enforcement agencies. 


SEC. 5. (a) The Federal Communica- 
tions Commission shall require all common 
carriers subject to its jurisdiction to file 
appropriate tariff practices and regula- 
tions to give effect to the provisions of 
this Act, and the Commission shall, in 
accordance with its existing authority, take 
such steps as may be necessary to insure 
enforcement of such tariffs. 

(b) Nothing in this Act shall (1) create 
an immunity in respect of any criminal 
prosecution, or other proceeding, under 
the laws of any State, or (2) be construed 
to authorize any violation of section 605 
of the Communications Act of 1934, as 
amended. 

(c) Any remedies afforded by this Act 
are in addition to remedies now existing 
under State or Federal law, including laws 
applicable within the Territories and pos- 
sessions of the United States and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


If any provision of this Act or 
the application thereof to any person or 
circumstances is held invalid, the remain- 
der of the Act and the application of such 
provision to other persons or circumstances 
shall not be affected thereby.

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Fifth Money at Hazel Park 


The Hazel Park race track, Detroit, will 
pay fifth money for its meeting August 6- 
October 10. The track’s president, Richard 
A. Connell, said this decision was made 
after a survey of owners and trainers 
showed they favored the move. Details 
were approved by the Horsemien’s Benevo- 
lent and Protective Association. 

Fifth money of from $50 to $200 will be 
deducted from the winner’s share, Con- 
nell said. Fifty dollars will be paid for 
purses up to $2,500; $75 for those up to 
$3,500; $100 for those up to $7,500; and 
$200 for purses over $7,500. 

Second and third money will not be 
changed, but fourth money, in some cases, 
may be a little higher. 

Connell said he and Waldo D. An- 
drews, vice president, first considered the 
plan two years ago. Last winter the two 
men interviewed horsemen in Florida and 
California, found they favored the plan. 
Connell said that Dr. Harry W. Lindy, 
vice president of the Michigan branch of 
the HBPA, conducted a similar poll and 
made the following report to Hazel Park: 


“We feel that payment of fifth money 
would prove extremely beneficial in that 
it would give a larger distribution spread 
to the horsemen . . . and, in these times of 
high cost, would serve as a life-saver for 
many stables. It would serve to increase 
the size of the fields and would lead to 
better racing for the general public, in 
that horses would be ridden out stronger 
to the finish in the knowledge that fifth 
money was at stake.” 


(Opposition to fifth money recently was 
expressed by John A. Morris, president of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations of 
the United States.) 


Two Entries From France 


Two colts owned by Ralph B. Strass- 
burger—Worden and Antler—were the 
first horses entered for the Foreign Bred 
Stakes to be run September 16 at the 
Atlantic City Race Course. This stakes 
will be the first part of a “triple turf 
classic” which the race track hopes will 
help determine the world’s .best turf 
runner. 

A similar stakes for American-bred 
horses will be run the same day as that 
for foreign-breds; each will carry added 
money of $25,000, and each will be run 
at a mile and one-sixteenth. The first four 
horses to.finish in each of these stakes will 
be eligible to participate in the $50,000- 
added United Nations Handicap at a mile 
and three-sixteenths ten days later. 

Worden, a 4-year-old by Wild Risk out 
of Sans Tares, won and placed in stakes 
in France, England, and Italy last year. 


Antler is a 4-year-old by Hyder Ali out 
of Tomorrow. He did not win last year. 

Nominations for the Atlantic City clas- 
sics will close August 3. 


Invitations Invitations 


Eddie Arcaro, perhaps the best jockey 
in service in the U. S., and Sir Gordon 
Richards, England’s top rider with more 
than 4,000 wins over a long career, have 
been invited by the Melbourne Racing 
Club, Australia, to ride in the Invitation 
Stakes at Caulfield race track September 
24. Similar invitations will be sent to 
leading riders in South Africa and New 
Zealand, as soon as the racing season is 
over in each of these two countries. 

The club would pay all expenses for the 
jockeys. 


Las Vegas Stakes 


A $490,000 stakes program, one of the 
most elaborate ever announced for a 
track’s inaugural meeting, was outlined 
this week for the Las Vegas Jockey Club 
by President Lou Smith and Webb Ever- 
ett, vice president and director of racing. 


The program for the newly reorganized 
track, which opens September 4 and closes 
December 21, will include a $50,000 race 
for 3-year-olds and upward December 13, 
and a $100,000 race for 2-year-olds De- 
cember 20. Two $25,000 races also will be 
offered. In all, there will be 37 stakes 


races. The minimum purse for overnight 
races will be $2,200.

Business Good 


The California Horse Racing Board has 
released a statistical revue of its fiscal 
year, July 1, 1952, to June 30, 1953. It 
showed that pari-mutuel play was up, and 
attendance down, in comparison with the 
prev.ous year. The reason for the drop in 
attendance: 46 fewer racing days in the 
State. 

The total mutuel pool last year was 
$364,080.266, as compared to $357,551,294 
for 1951-1952. Attendance dropped from 
5,470,932 to 5,289,783. 


The racing associations received $29,- 


599.837. 97, and the State got $20,752.- 
406.92. 


New Pimlico Officers 


Herman Cohen has been elected presi- 
dent of the Pimlico race track, succeeding 
Cary C. Boshamer who resigned because 
of the “press of personal business.”

Santa Anita Stakes 


Santa Anita Park has announced a pro- 
gram of 33 stakes for its winter meeting 
opening December 26. Exclusive of nom- 
ination and starting fees, the stakes will 
be worth a total of $1,045,000, a new rec- 
ord, and will include four $100,000 events. 

The $100,000 stakes will be the Santa 
Anita Maturity, the Santa Anita Derby, 
and the Santa Anita and San Juan Capis- 
trano Handicaps. The last named will be 
run over Santa Anita’s new turf course. 

The track also announced that $2,027,- 
000 would be distributed in overnight 
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purses, with a minimum purse of $4,000. 
(The Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association has not announced its re- 
action to this program. Earlier, C, Ray 
Robinson, attorney for the HBPA’s Cali- 
fornia division, said that the organization 
would demand a purse distribution equal 
to 40 per cent of Santa Anita’s share of 
the proceeds from pari-mutuel betting. 
The track’s purse distribution is said to 
be based upon the 4-3-2.7 formula en- 
dorsed by the California Horse Racing 
Board.)

The Age of Specialization 


Last week Lou Doherty sent to M. H. 
Gluck in New York his resignation as 
manager of Elmendorf Farm, which Gluck 
bought last year. The resignation, he said, 
was to become effective when his successor 
was ready to take over. 

This week Doherty announced his plans 
for the future; they were plans which had 
no parallel in the past. He was setting up 
an operation which will be called the Stal- 
lion Station. It will have no horses except 
stallions, and the mares which come to 
visit will be whisked out as soon as they 
have been bred. 

First requirement for this setup was a 
small farm, well located in the midst of 
numerous breeding farms. Acting through 
the Russell Cave Corporation, of which 
he was not then listed as a stockholder, 
Doherty acquired, on May 6 of this year, 
the Grand Dorland farm of 471% acres, 
next door to Ira Drymon’s place on the 
Russell Cave Pike near Lexington. There 
he is now translating into visible reality 
an idea which he has been turning over 
and over in his mind for two or three 
years. 

Just inside the entrance will be a large, 
paved parking area and unloading dock. 
The fill behind the dock will be at a 
gradually changing height to allow for 
various types of vans. The vans may be 
left parked until the mares are ready to 
leave. 

A little farther on, a masonry stud barn 
is under construction. It will be, Doherty 
says, as nearly fireproof as possible. No 
hay, feed, or straw will be stored in it 
The roof will be of aluminum shingles. 
which, by the manufacturerer’s claim, re-

flect 95 per cent of the sun’s heat. (One 
other barn in central Kentucky now has 
such roofing.) The barn will have a 
sprinkler system and mechanical ventila- 
tion. Wiring will be laid in two sets of 
conduits, one for the regular lighting 
system, the other for whatever other lights 
or equipment may be used. 

Near the stallion headquarters is an old 
barn which is being remodeled to provide 
an office, storage for hay and straw. a 
teasing shed, and four holding stalls for 
the use of mares which must be kept on 
the premises a short time. Farther removed 
from the stallion barn, work is under way 
on a breeding shed and laboratory. 

Around this carefully planned center of 
operations are the high-fenced stallion 
paddocks, with 24-foot clearance between 
the double fences. The fences have been 
built. Other construction probably will be 
completed about September 1, but Doherty 
does not expect to fix a date for opening 


the Stallion Station until he is free to 
leave Elmendorf. 


First stallions definitely committed to 
stand at the Station are Roman and Bolero. 
Doherty organized and still manages the 
syndicates which bought these horses; he 
reports that all the shareholders whose 
votes have been received agreed that they 
should be moved from Elmendorf to the 
Stallion Station, and only a few of the 
owners remain to be heard from. Roman, 
sire of 30 stakes winners, has a firmly 
established reputation. Bolero, a_ horse 
which equaled or broke track or world 
records half a dozen times, is younger; 
his first get are yearlings. 


Preparations are being made for the 
Stallion Station to handle eight horses in 
its first year of operation, and plans have 
been made for further expansion if and 
when it becomes necessary.

John de Blois Wack’s Santa Anita Ma- 
turity winner Great Circle was expected 
to arrive this week at Charles A. Ken- 
ney’s farm near Lexington to enter the 
stud in 1954. His fee, Mr. Kenney said. 
will be $1,000 for a live foal, and his book 
is expected to include several of Mr. 
Wack’s best mares. 

Foaled at Louis B. Mayer’s California 
farm in 1947 and raced under the Yolo 
Stable (Wack) colors. Great Circle earned 
a total of $285,870 in four seasons of 
racing. In one of his three wins as a 2- 
year-old he set a 514-furlong track record 
at Del Mar. He was also second in the 
Starlet Stakes at Hollywood Park.

Pinza’s Progress 


After the King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes were run at Ascot July 
18, there was little doubt as to the identity 
of the best horse in England. It would be 
Sir Victor Sassoon’s deep-hearted 3-year- 
old Pinza, which trounced his contem- 
poraries and his elders in a convincing 
three-length victory in the 114-mile race 
which is the richest run in England, worth 
£23,175 (nearly $65,000) to the winner. 

At the end of his 2-year-old racing, 
which included easy wins in the Tatter- 
sall Sale Stakes and Dewhurst Stakes, 
Pinza met with an accident which jeopar- 
dized his training schedule. But he got to 
the races in time to win the Newmarket 
Stakes in his first start as a 3-year-old, 
and the Derby in his second. After the 
Derby he was reported with a cough, and 
he did not run again until last week in 
the big race at Ascot. 

Favorite at 2 to 1 for the King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes, Pinza 
again was ridden by Sir Gordon Richards, 
and again had Queen Elizabeth II’s Aure- 
ole as the runner-up. Third, another three 
lengths back, was the 4-year-old French- 
bred Worden, owned by R. B. Strassburg- 
er. Thirteen horses ran. Among the un- 
placed were Nuccio, Nearula, Zucchero, 
and Wilwyn.

Bred by the late Fred 
Darling, he was sold at auction as a year- 
ling and went to Sir Victor Sassoon at the 
bargain price of 1,500 guineas (about 
$4,400). 


Yatasto’s Zip 


Argentina’s champion, Yatasto, having 
virtually freed himself of effective compe- 
tition, is now amusing himself in a man- 
ner once characteristic of Man o’ War— 
running against the stop-watch and leav- 
ing other horses so far behind that his 
margin of victory can only be approxi- 
mated. 

In the Vicente L. Casares classic at 
Palermo (Buenos Aires) on June 21, 
Yatasto had only two opponents, Tristan 
and Surgente. At weight for age. he 
carried 60 kilograms (about 13214 
pounds) and won by approximately a 
hundred meters (about a sixteenth of a 
mile). His time for the 2.500 meters was 
2:3324; the pace was a trifle slower than 
that of Bolingbroke when he set the 


present American record of 2:2736 for 
1% miles under 115 pounds at Belmont 
Park in 1942. Continuing at the same rate 
Bolingbroke would have finished about 
three lengths ahead of Yatasto, but with 
the advantage of a faster track and a 17. 
pound advantage in weight. 

The 4-year-old Branding, which went 
lame after his victory over Yatasto in the 
1952 Gran Premio Carlos Pellegrini, is 
training again, and his prospective meet- 
ing with Yatasto this year is being called 
the most sensational contest of the cen- 
tury.

North American horsemen frequently 
find themselves confused as to the relative 
importance of races in France, where 
every race has a name—generally the Prix 
something or other. The following check 
list of the more important fixed events in 
that country is based upon annual pro- 
grams marked by Count Francois de Brig- 
nac, manager of Marcel Boussac’s Thor- 
oughbred interests, and Baron Fred 
d’Osten, of Lexington. 

The names of the major classics are in 
capital letters. The other races listed are 
regarded as semi-classics, The list is in 
chronological order, with the 1953 dates 
of running given; there are only minor 
changes from year to year. After the date 
is given the name of the 1953 winner, as 
far as the results are available. The dates 
through August 9 are correct as of 1953;

of their 1952 renewals. 

Races for which no track is indicated 
are run at Longchamp (Paris). Those for 
which no day of the week is given are run 
on Sunday.

Twenty-nine-year-old Paul K. Yee, who 
came to the United States from China 
16 years ago to study civil engineering, 
found the lure of horse racing too strong 
to resist. He decided to trade his slide 
rules for the more interesting task of 
training race horses. 


As far as can be determined, Yee is the 
only Chinese trainer in the sport. He has 
a string of four horses, property of Charles 
Brock of Wrentham, Mass., and Salvatore 
Danello of Franklin, Mass., quartered at 
Narragansett Park for the summer meet- 
ing now under way. The horses under his 
eare are Twig Lee, Fighting Thru, Wise 
Osprey, and Stopandthink. 


Mild mannered and well educated, Yee 
was born in Hong Kong. He came here in 
1937 with an uncle to study engineering 
and to major in reinforced concrete con- 
struction. He was expected to return to 
China and, with his father, to engage in 
the construction business. 

Studying came hard for Yee, and he was 
absent from schools in New York on many 
occasions. He often concealed his books in 
lockers at railroad and bus stations before

going off to spend a few hours at the 
movies. 

He knew he should be doing better, so 
he sought counsel from the American 
School Association of New York. He was 
recommended to the Fork Union Military 
School in Fork Union, Va., where discip- 
line was stricter and study was com- 
pulsory. 

Yee enrolled at Fork Union and imme- 
diately got into the swing of hard work, 
both scholastic and military. After gradu- 
ation, he entered the Pennsylvania Mil- 
itary College, Chester, Pa., and it was here 
that his interest in horses began to over- 
shadow that of engineering. He rode 
horses for the first time and became a 
member of the college’s polo team. 


After he was graduated from military 
college he enlisted in the U. S. Air Force, 
and served for three-and-a-half years as 
a member of the 14th Division Signal 
Corps in China. Upon his discharge from 
active duty, he visited a younger brother 
Gilbert, who was working for J. P. (Doc) 
Jones, galloping horses around the Florida 
circuit. After some discussion with Gilbert, 
Paul became sure that racing horses was 
his business. 

In 1947, Yee acquired a stable that in- 
cluded Silk Man, Louie’s Line, and Air 
Gon. These he raced in Florida, Mary- 
land, and West Virginia. He had his share 
of success and, in 1952, made his debut 
on the New England circuit, where he 
worked for the veteran Sid Bernstein and 
added to his knowledge of horses by hard 
work and study. 

Licensed as a trainer since 1949. Yee’s 
horses made four starts at Suffolk Downs’ 
last meeting; he won once, finished second 
once. He hopes to return to China in the 
near future—but only for a visit.

Arlington Park Hurdle Stakes 


(From Col. Campbell H. Brown, Nash- 
ville, secretary of the Midwest Hunt 
Racing Association.) 


I embrace the rare opportunity to ad- 
vise you that your usually alert magazine 


‘has missed something. 


This was an account of the initial run- 
ning of the Arlington Park Hurdle Stakes, 
part of that track’s regular card on June 
26. Since I am not the only one of your 
readers who has an interest in steeple- 
chasing and since this is the first stakes 


“event over jumps to be run west of the 


Alleghenies for something like twenty 
years, I suggest that it might be made the 
subject of a supplementary item in the 
next issue. 


This stakes race was an outcome of 
annual runnings of the Midwest Hurdle 
Purse, run for the last two years at Ar- 
lington, for horses which have competed 
regularly in meetings of the MWHRA 
during the applicable spring circuit. From 
here, it looks like it will be an annual 
feature and grow in value. 


There were 23 nominations; 10 were de- 
clared eligible. Eligibility was determined 
on a basis of performance during the 
meetings of the Midwest circuit for the 
current season. As you probably know, the 
Midwest circuit starts in Tryon, N. C,, 
late in April, and thereafter, at intervals 
of about a week, has meetings at Mem- 
phis, Nashville, Louisville, and Indianap- 
olis. The Lexington and Cincinnati meet- 
ings are point-to-points, but there is hope 
that they will develop into full-fledged race 
meetings. Stress is on amateur participa- 
tion. 


The winner of the Chicago race is, of 
course, German-bred. She has been knock- 
ing at the door for some little time, and 
this year she got an excellent ride under 
Carter W. Brown, who in the past has 
been overshadowed by his brother Austin. 


Note. THe Bioop-Horse does not attempt full 
coverage of hurdle and steeplechase stakes, except 
in its supplement at the end of each year. 

The $3,000-added Arlington Park Hurdle Stakes 
was *Moot’s first win in more than two years. She 
had no trouble in the race, leading all the way 
and drawing out in the stretch to win by six 
lengths. *Moot has been jumping at hunt meetings, 
and occasionally at the larger tracks, for the last 
four years. She has started 20 times, won three 
races, and earned $2,970. 

*Moot, owned by P. T. Cheff, is a 6-year-old mare 
by Magnat, a German Derby winner, out of 
*Sommerflor, by Oleander or Sturmvogel. *Som- 
merflor has had two other winners in the United 
States—*Allflor, winner of six steeplechase races 
and second in the International Gold Cup in 1951, 
and Fleur de Joie, a winner over hurdles last year. 

*Sommerflor and her foals (except Fleur de 
Joie, which was foaled here) were brought to the 
United States from Germany by the U. S. Re- 
mount Service. The Jockey Club has registered the 


offspring for racing purposes only.—Ed.

From Racing 


Eight jockeys and a jockey’s agent, 
accused of fixing races at Fairmount Park, 
Collinsville, Ill., have had their licenses 
revoked by the Illinois Racing Board. Six 
of them have been ruled off the Turf for 
life. 

The rulings were announced by the 
Racing Board after hearing a full day of 
testimony on the case. The board’s session 
was a raucous one, interrupted many times 
by the objections of Leslie H. Vogel, Chi- 
cago attorney, who represented six of the 
accused men. Vogel said he would appeal 
the rulings in Circuit Court. 

Those ruled off for life were jockeys 
Bob Bennett, John Philips, Richard Ury, 
Dave Bates, and Hector Sanabria, and 
jockey agent Joseph LeBlanc. The other 
three jockeys—Wally Humes, Leo Jones, 
and Leon Grandsart—were ruled off in- 
definitely. 


The fixes were discovered by the stew- 
ards of Fairmount Park, with the aid of 
a detective agency. According to the 
testimony, the men attempted to fix six 
races, but succeeded only twice—the eighth 
race of June 20 and the ninth race of 
June 12.
